In other for 
the rejection to be withdrawn Applicant is advised to add the set limitations to the independent claims. There by the treatment will be for 
the set condition and not a wide variation of conditions. . 



With regards to the rejection of claims1,3-15, 22-28 and 33-34 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Campbell US 6,265,386 B1 in view of Gabrilove US 4,961 ,926. 

Careful consideration has been given to the said rejection and the rejection is maintained.. Applicants' claim a 'compound containing a 
methiomnine" which is supported by the references. Whether Gabrilove administered a polypeptide containing a methionine still supports 
the claim limitation of administering a compound containing methionine. 
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
